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REPORT OF. THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT FOR 1947 


Southborough, Massachusetts

To the Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith my annual report on the financial con- 
dition of the town as of December 31, 1947. A record of the 
financial transactions for the year ending December 31, 1947, 
and the condition of the various trust funds as of that date are 
réflected in the usual schedules on the following pages. 


The "Debt Statement” schedule shows that the amount 
that we have to pay for debt retirement in 1948 is $17,500.00 or 
$3,900.00 larger than the amount paid in 1947. This increase is 
due to payments that will be due in 1948 on notes issued for 
the purchase of a new ladder truck for the fire department and 


an air compressor for the water department. The payment of ° 


$2,000,00 on the School Loan in 1948 will be the final payment 


on this loan. e 


In my réport for.the year ending December 31, 1946 I 
stated that our usual practice’ of withdrawing substantial 
amounts, of money from our surplus fund to reduce the amount 
to be raised by taxation resulted in a fictitious tax rate; also 
that the continuation of this practice could result in depleting 
our surplus to such an extent that in future years we might be 
faced with a tax rate reflecting our entire yearly operating cost. 


Unless a person is continuously working with the figures 


- shown in the attached schedules it is difficult to realize this fact, 


therefore, I present the following illustration: 


The tax rate for 1947 was $40.00 per thousand dollars of 
valuation or $3.00 per thousand less than the rate for 1946, 
which appears to be a very substantial saving for the taxpayer. 
However, in arriving at this rate the total appropriations to be 
raised by taxation, as voted at the annual meeting in March 
1947, were reduced $10,000.00 by transferring this amount from 
the surplus fund as authorized by the vote of the townspeople 
under Article 5. In addition, at the annual meeting in March 


1947 the sum of $8,386.00 was transferred from the surplus fund * 


for specific purposes, and at a special meeting on September 
29, 1947 the sum of $4,248.29 was transferred from the surplus 


fund to provide additional money for various departments.’ 


This makes a total of $22,634.29 that was withdrawn from our 
surplus fund during the -year, and which has been ereciuee 
Duby not eteces in the tax rate. 


a 29 


Had it been necessary to raise this money by taxation our 
1947 rate would have been $47.50 per thousand instead of 
‘$40.00 as shown above. 


Therefore, I again suggest that the citizens in general, 
. keeping in mind that the surplus fund is not an inexhaustible 
source of wealth, study our actual requirements in relation to 
our ability to pay, thereby assist in endeavoring to develop a 
sound financial policy for future years. 


The schedule of insurance policies in the possession ofthe 
town accountant, usually published in the town report, has 
been omitted because the policies.listed in the report for 1946 
or renewals thereof are still in force.

’ REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts, 
‘Gentlemen: 
_' T hereby submit my annual report: for the year ending 
December 31, 1947.* 

The moth extermination program was banied on during 
the past year in the usual manner, except that D.D.T. has been 
used either alone or in combination with arsenate of lead as 
q:shade tree spray. I find that the use of D.D.T. alone controls 
elm bark and leaf beetles more efficiently, while the combina- 
tion of, D.D.T. and lead seems to work much better on gypsy 
moths. . 

It is only by Gonsianl and thorough spraying of our elm 
trees that we can hope to save them from the threat of the 
“Elm Tree Disease’ which has already been found in many 
of.our surrounding, towns. 

A slight increase in the Moth appropriation has been re- 
quested in order to meet the increased cost of labor and 
materials.

I hereby .submit the report of the Tree Warden for 1947. 
The labor situation is about the same but shows signs of im- 
provement. 

The Dutch. Elm Disease has been found in Framingham 
and in Holliston and has been reported but not confirmed in 
_ Northborough. Seven samples were sent to the University of 

_ Massachusetts and were found negative. One bright ray of 
hope for a cure has been discovered during the past year but 
is in the experimental stage. It does show a definite promise. 

During 1947, Main Street was sprayed with the D.D.T. Atom 
Spray Method and results were better than by the old hydraulic 
method. Flies and mosquitoes were reported almost non- 
existent in this area and coverage was considerably .deeper. 
In my experience this method is so far advanced that com- 
parison is difficult. I have recommended to thé Advisory Com- 
mittee that a study be made looking toward the purchase of - 
this new spray machine in 1949. - 

The budget requested for 1948 is the same as 1947.

During the.1947 year your Committee, in the administration 
of its stewardship, and among its many other problems, has 
succeeded in the trying task of keeping School Department ex- 
penditures within the limits of the appreprichon voted: by the 
Town. 

Costs of materials, equipment nd services Bave continued 
to increase. Replacements in the teaching staff, necessitated 
by retirement and resignation, were progressively more dif- 
ficult. As a consequence of these factors only urgent repairs 
could be made, and most essential equipment purchased. 

The 1946 report referred to the inadequacy of school light- 
ing and this year some very modest improvements were.made 
in one room at Peters High School and in three rooms at South 
Union School. The lighting conditions in the aforesaid loca- 
tions. were pitifully deficient; had to be and were remedied. 
The results are gratifying. The comparative small cost to the 
Town was due in large part to the kind interest and energy of 
a fellow townsman, who gave us unsparingly of his time and ° 
technical training and who secured all the lighting fixtures for 
four rooms for the negligible outlay of less than thirty dollars. 

’ In 1948 a comprehensive study will be made on the sub- 

- ject of salary schedules. Its purpose will be to guarantee a 

progressive and sound program based on retaining and secur- 
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ing competent teachers who are and will be interested in mak- 
ing a career of the educational welfare of the children of this 
Town. - 

The Committee unhesitatingly expresses its sincere grati- 
tude to the teaching staff and all others connected with our 
school for their loyalty and conscientious efforts during the past 
year.

Scholastic Achievement 


Objective tests were administered near the close of the school 
year 1946-1947 to ail children of.the elementary grades. In 
Grades one and two, reading alone was tested. All grades 
in all schools met or exceeded the standards required. 

In grades three to eight the Public School Achievement 
Tests were administered. In grades -three io six the’ subjects 
included were arithmetic computation, arithmetic: reasoning, 
reading, spelling, and language usage. In addition to these 
subjects history and geography were included for grades seven 
and-eight. In grades three to six standards were attained or 
exceeded in all grades. The achievement in language usage 
in all grades surpassed the standards ‘set by a wide margin. 
All standards were met or exceeded in grades seven and eight 
with the exception of arithmetic. The average retardation in 
this subject was approximately two months. 

These tests are used (1) for the purpose of comparing the. 
achievement of the school system with the general level of 
achievement in many thousands of schools in the United States; 
and (2) for the purpose of diagnosing the needs of pupils. By 
finding out the type of failure it is possible to modify and im- © 
prove the instruction so as to remedy the discovered weakness. ~

Herewith I submit my annual report for Peters High School. 
The work for the year 1947 has continued as in other years 
with some changes brought about by physical necessity, and 
others with a view to increasing the experiences and activities 
of the students. 
‘The room known as the schoo! Library that also serves as 
- home room for the Juniors has had added twelve movable desk 
chairs. This was done to accommodate a larger Junior class 
and also to provide more room for study. It is hoped that our 
school Library will continue to improve not only in the number 
of books that are available, but in facilities such as book 
shelves reading lamps, etc. A considerable collection of voca- 
. tional and guidance material has been made and is readily 
available to teachers and students. The professional library . 
of the school has been improved by a group of new up-to-date 
timely books, and are being read with appreciation among 
the teachers. 
The coming of Grade III to the High School building neces- 
- sitated allotting the sewing room to the school nurse who shares 
its use with subject classes and study classes as well as the 
lunch program during the day. The continuance of the Home 
Economics program another-year will pose the problem of room 
space in the future..- 
_ The schedule was arranged in September to include an 
additional period, the eighth period or activity period. This 
arrangement has been helpful, in that subject periods have not 
been interfered with to accommodate activities such as phys- 
ical training, music and assemblies. This period has been used 
for guidance work, vocational and academic, assemblies, 
clubs, school paper, and class meetings. ‘Much study, thought 
and activity has been given to the general area of guidance by 
the teachers and students, with the home room teacher of each 
class during the eighth period having time to conduct this im- 
portant work. 


The following are schedules and comments by the isachers 
regarding the usé of the eighth period which I should like to 
include in this report.. 

Grade 7 — Grace A. Keegen 
Monday—Penmanship (Practice: Work) — Miss Keegen. 


Tuesday—Guidance. — Mr. Insani. 
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Wednesday—Physical Paueation (Games and Exercises) 
Miss Keegen. .. 
Thursday—Class Activity (Meetings) Miss Keegen. 


Friday—Choice of Clubs — Outdoor Club, Mr. Insani; Sew- 
ing Club, Miss Lewando; Hobby Club, Miss Keegen. 


Grade 8 — Doris D. Rodger. 


Monday—About twenty minutes each wéek is spent on pen- 
manship. (Ours is a gold seal class so the time seems 
sufficient.) The rest of the period is used for study. 


Tuesday—Guidance period is used for special help in the sev- 
enth and eighth grades. 


Wednesday—Physical Education. Mr. Insani takes the boys 
and Miss Keegen and | take turns supervising the girls 
who play soft ball. 


Thursday—Classroom Organization. Class meetings are held 
this period. Sometimes we play quiet games or use the 
period for special help. 


’ Friday—aActivity period. The girls have enjoyed the sewing 
class and have worked (with Mrs. Opdyke’s help and mine) 
on various projects of their own choosing — knitting em- | 
broidering and sewing. 


Grade 9 — Carlton F. Cormier. 


Many periods were used in guidance work, both voca- 
tional and educational. Some individual conferences were 
held; a few pupils were helped in the selection of their courses 
and vocations. Class organization was completed; class meet- 
ings were held at different periods; instruction was given in 
class meeting technique. Some extra time was given to phys- 
ical education. Many pupils seek advice in their school work 
during this period, and are given extra help in their studies. 


Grade 10 ~— Arnold R. Shaw. 


Several periods have been used in attempts to accomplish 
guidance of both vocational and educational elements. I have 
had few individual conferences and these were conducted after 
school hours in most cases. Class organization was completed 
and some class meetings have been held... In connection with 
these meetings, some work was done on parliamentary pro- 
cedure. When weather permitted, some extra time was de- 
voted to physical education. 


. Grade 11 — Genevieve A. Bagley. 
As there is need-for guidance service to all the children, 


, 
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II started last September a course in guidance that was divided 
into the following units: 


1. Through social, moral, and ethical eutnce, I hoped’ 
to develop in each pupil a spirit of willingness and co- opera- 
tion, a true conception of the duties of citizenship, and an in- 
telligent acceptance’ of social standards and good manners. 

2. Through recreational and cultural guidance, I stressed 
the importance of the right use of leisure and helped each one 
to develop a standard of judgment. and an appreciation for 
good music, art, plays, literature, etc. 

3. Through vocational guidance | presented a general 
survey of the many occupations from which each pupil might 
choose his life work, and I tried to impress upon each one the 
wisdom of making a choice as early as possible. 

4. Through individual conférences I have tried to solve 
as many problems as I could. For example, one boy wanted 
to go to college but did not have money enough. I suggested 
that he talk the problem over with his parents and, if he and 
they so desired, he might go to college free under the Naval 
Training plan. 

9. Through a Talent Club I hope to develop any hidden 
talent of each pupil. Many times a child may be gifted in art 


or music and may not be able to accomplish very much in 
other subjects. 


Grade 12 — Eva C. Hayward. 


‘The addition of the eighth period to our curriculum has 
been a great help with the Senior activities. 

Instead of rotating periods for music and physical educa- 
tion, we know that Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and Thursdays 
will take care of those subjects with no regular class omitted. 

Some of the accomplishments of the Monday and Friday 
eighth periods have been: informal discussions coming under 
the heading of Guidance; work on the Senior play; preparation 
of material for the Peters Piper”, and the ‘Yearbook’; class 
elections; elections of candidates for Pepsi-Cola Scholarship 
examinations; elections of students for Good Governmeni Day; 
election of girl for D. A. R. Good Citizenship Pilgrimage; typing 
of letters for various class activities, and other miscellaneous 
activities that formerly had to be done hastily at recess or 
noon time. :

REPORT OF SOUTH UNION SCHOOL 


Mr. Henry:G. Blount, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Southborough, Mass. 

Dear Sir: 

Herewith is the annual report of the South Union SH col. 

The regular scholastic program. has been developed as in 
previous years, but there have been some changes in the extra- 
curricular activities. 

Because of the large number ef pupils taking lunches, over 
60% of the total school enrollment, it was felt that a suitable 
lunchroom was needed. The vacant class room upstairs, 
known as the Red Cross room, was converted into a lunch- 
room where the children are served hot soup, crackers, and 
milk. We have served, on an average, 38 lunches per day 
since the opening of the lunchroom on December 1, 1947. 

The lunch project would not have been possible .without 
the generous cooperation of the School Committee and the 
parents. Much of the equipment was donated by the citizens 
of Cordaville and Southville, and the school is deeply appre- 
ciative of this generous community spirit. 

We are trying to supplement our present teaching methods 
by a more extensive use of visual aids. With’ this end in view, 
we have arranged to present one educational film a month. 
All of these films are free, and are obtained from various edu- 
cational sources throughout the country. Recently the School 
Committee purchased a View-lex Projector and film-strips on 
several subjects, ie., health, history of transportation, safety, 
and literature. This machine has been in constant use, and 
has already proved its value. 

, The weekly assemblies will give the pupils an opportunity 
to acquire poise and a natural ease in public speaking, The 
assemblies are not intended to be elaborate programs. They 
are kept simple, with the accent on correct English and clear 
diction. We do not expect to produce orators, but we do hope 

‘that this training will help the future citizens of our town, and 
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prepare them for the day when they may be called upon to 
speak at a public gathering, the town meeting, for example. 

The new school patrol, composed of the sixth grade boys 
and girls, has been effective in keeping the school grounds 
neat and orderly. 

In closing, may I express my thanks to you, Mr. Blount, 
for your hearty cooperation; to the School Committee, for its 
generous support of our new projects; and to my colleagues, 
Mrs. Anastasia Blount and Mrs. Mary Aikens for their active 
assistance and enthusiastic endorsement of our new ventures. 

- My first four months in the service of South Union School 
have been very pleasant, due to the fine administrative work 
of my predecessor, Mrs. Julia Gleason McDonald, whose many 
years of service as principal and teacher will be a challenge 
to me in the years ahead.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Mr.. Henry G. Blount, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Southborough, Mass. 
Dear Mr. Blount: 

I would like to submit. to you my third annual report as 
Supervisor of Music in the schools of Southborough, Massa- 
chusetts. 

I believe that the aim of music education is to bring each 
‘child into such contact with music that it may give richer, finer 
and larger intake and outlet to his: life. 

Most educators agree that music is important as a life- 
giving force in education: Today the trend is to teach music 
for what it can contribute to the child rather than what the child 
com contribute to music. Music must be made:so satisfying an 
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experience in school that a large number of children will love 
it so deeply that when school days are over they will still want 
to continue to play and sing and listen. Music becomes for 
them a necessary part of living, a’stimulant toward a more 
friendly attitude as they mingle with other human beings. In 
keeping with these beliefs, I have tried to make music a joyful 
and satisfying experience throughout the school system. 


Most of the music in the first three grades is taught by rote. 
While the child is given a large repertory of songs, singing 
games, and simple dances as a happy means of self-expression 
he also begins to develop a pleasing tone quality and good 
thythm. The children begin to use books in the second grade. 
A "reading readiness’ program is carried on in the second 
and third grades when the child begins to recognize simple 
musical effects such as high and low tones, notes that skip, 
notes that step, simple chordal figures and other simple figures. 

In the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades, mastery of the musical 
score becomes a definite objective. The technical aspects of 
music notation are divided into three groups: time, tone, and 
theory problems. Two-part singing is begun in the fifth grade 
and three-part music in the sixth. By the time the child has 
finished the sixth grade, he has gained a wide experience in 
music and has become acquainied with the time, tone, and 
theory problems which he is likely to encounter in group sing- 
ing. 

In grades one through six the children have music every- 
day. The supervisor visits each grade once a week and the 
grade teacher carries out the program for the remaining four 
days. I would like to take this opportunity to compliment the 
teachers on their fine work of daily music teaching. 

The seventh and eighth grades have two periods of music 
a week. The technical problems of the sixth grade are re- 
viewed. The new problem is the changing boy voice. The 
bass staff is introduced and each boy is given an opportunity 
to sing the part within his range. Music appreciation lessons 
are also included in the seventh and eighth grade music pro- 
gram. 

One period a week of mixed chorus is offered in the Senior 
High School. This is a required subject and all pupils in the 
high school attend. The four point program consists of com- 
munity singing, part singing, simple theory and music appre- 
ciation. This group appears each year as the chorus at ,the 
graduation exercises. 


A girls choir of twenty voices was organized last year 
and made its first public appearance at graduation last June. 
They also sang Christmas carols at the December meeting of 
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the Parent-Teachers’ Association. This is an extra-curricular 
activity and most of the rehearsals are held during the noon 
hour. 

The orchestra meets one period a week during school- 
time. It is composed of pupils from grades seven through 
twelve. Last yedr we combined the Southborough and North- 
borough orchestras and this combined. orchestra made it first 
appearance at the graduation exercises. This arrangement 
makes,_a better balance of instruments and gives pupils of both 
orchestras the experience of playing in a larger orchestra. 

I would ‘like to express my sincere appreciation to the 
teachers, the Superintendent of Schools, the School Committee 
and the townspeople for their assistance and cooperation at 
all times.

REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR

Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit my annual report as Art Supervisor of 
the Southborough Schools. 

Now, that the average child enters public school with some 
knowledge of color, handling of pencil, crayon, clay, and.other 
media, it is less difficult-to guide him along the paths of 
art instruction than formerly. He is more awake to all 
sorts of outside experiences. .He can express himself more 
clearly and our problem of teaching is guiding his abil- 
ities in the right channel. If in this early stage a house, tree, 
or person, is not drawn according to those of a higher level, the 
child is expressing himself, getting pure enjoyment from creat- 
ing and not sitting back and becoming a copyist. 

Naturally the teacher must be there to guide and suggest, 
when difficulties arise, and to see that those with less initiative, 
courage or experience in giving release to their imaginations 
and emotions may not have any sense of limitation. 

Art is an emotional outlet. Here is a stronghold to explore. 
Can we direct and guide the young people under our super- 
vision in a way most valuable.to their later life? 

Many people still want a concrete idea expressed. 

In reviewing the program it is not the actual results that’ 
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always show what has been accomplished: Many papers are 
apparently stereotyped. It is in the preliminary build-up that 
the child expands and gets away from the sense of everyday 
happenings. Discussion gives everyone an opportunity for 
verbal expression whereas it may be difficult to some to put 
. their ideas on paper. 

_Art has its place now, and most teachers find it a teaching 
aid, especially in the unit form of study. As children look to 
their own teacher for interest in their work, I feel that the in- 
spiration and help they have given to the art work has been a 
great step toward a more effective program. 


We are indeed fortunate to have good art supplies with 


which to work. 
May I express my appreciation to you for your cooperation 
at all times.
